KENYA COLONY and Protector- 
ate, as British East Africa is 
now officially called, was opened by 
The Salvation Army in, April, 1021. 
Progress, though slow, has linen 
steady, notwithstanding unfortunate 
circumstances, including death, which 
have necessitated frequent changes 
in leadership. 

With an area twice the size of 
Great Britain, Kenya has a popula- 
tion of less than three millions. Of 
these, over two and a half millions 
are Africans, beionging to about 
thirty-two tribes, each having dij-

and Americans. 

Ki Swahili is the language com- 
monly spoken in tornns and known to 
all who travel, but those -who remain 
in their neighborhood, especially the 
women, speak only their tribal lan- 
guage.

The things dealt with during this 
enlightening day were matters which 
vitally concerned the well being and 
future usefulness of the young people. 

There was much plain speaking. 
As the Commissioner, in the morn- 
ing, dealt with some serious matters 
which are disturbing all right-think- 
ing people these days, one wished 
that his words could have been car- 
ried lo the young people of the whole 
of Toronto; aye, and even much 
farther afield. "There are evils which 
arc hideous and pernicious," he ex- 
claimed at the conclusion of hit! 
warning words, "and you must fight 
them." 

Not the least helpful parts of the 
Commissioner's addresses were the 
usides — little bye-paths oT thought 
along which he took these lads and 
lassies to their interest and profit. 

There was his counsel on the value 
of Bible reading; his hortative words 
to those who "stand for Christ alone"- 
in home or workplace; his reminder 
to those blessed with godly homes not 
to forget father and mother, and to 
e.reet an altar of thanksgiving for :ill 
good influences; and his obtestation 
to stand by the light ul all costs and 
at all times. 

A Loyal Outburst 

Then there was his reference ill 
the morning to the Founder's injunc- 
tion, "Others." It was in the morn- 
ing, also, that the Commissioner, in 
prefacing his main topic for the day 
bv giving some facts about Army 
progress, made reference lo tin: 
General, telling (liese people of the 
coming Army, thai in u comiiiunicj- 
lion he hud received from Tnter- 
nutional Headiiuarter.s he hud lic> , :i 
(old that the General was in grand 
health. The outburst of enthusiasm 
which greeted this announcement 
showed plainly the secure place the 
Genera! has in their hearts. His 
promise lo send a message of love 
from them to our revered Leader was 
received with a fresh manifestation 
of uppoval. 

That the Commissioner held the 
interest of his yming audience so 
well was in no small part due lo the 
use of his point-drawing illustrations 
These were picked Troiii a wide range 
of subjects — pluces of interest. Bibli- 
cal incidents, every-dav happenings, 
incidents from his own experience 
anil from the lives oT well-known 
historical nnd political characters, 
the Pounder's sayings and writings, 
and much more. 

Though the Commissioner occupies 
the chief place in this platform 
picture, there are others who figure 
in it. In each session there was a 
Bible reading; in the morning the 
Commissioner himself read, in th" 
afternoon Colonel Adby took tho, 
reading and added some timely ad- 
vice; at night the Field Secretary 
read "a wonderful chapter" from 
Romans, making some enlightening 
expository comments.

THIS was Hie suninious and the 
keynote of the United Songster 
Brigade Musical Festival, held 
in Toronto Temple on Thursday, 
February 9th.

f N \IK\\ of the fact thai the new 
I Band Tune Book is arrtrnjiwl for 
A it lamer number nf instriniipnts 
thiin in the present Band Book, it is 
thought that ;i more details! (ixplan- 
ation tlitin that K'ivcn in tlie review, 
which appeared in a previous issue, 
will lie appreciated. Some cuidinjr 
lines for the benefit of Bandmasters 
of small Bands who may be in doubt 
as to which parts to order, will also 
l, welcomed. 

As previously stated, the instru- 
mentation is laid out on the plan of 
the ordinary series Band Journal; the 



chase of a part will depend upon 
whether the Band possesses a flugel 
hum. If in the affirmative, the 
Kltijrel Horn Book should he pur- 
chased and used, rather than allocate 
a 2nd or 1st cornet part, and so re- 
tain the identity and association of 
the instrument. The melody is fre- 
tiucntly given to this instrument in 
combination with Bb comets, the 
combined tone heinp; thereby ren- 
dered more vocal in character. Fre- 
quently the Bb cornets can be dis- 
pensed with altogether, and the 
theme rendered in actual vocal pitch

atlditional parts bcinc; solo cornet, 
fiutrel horn, and solo horn. Tn order 
that small Bands should not he in- 
convenienced on account of there not 
lining enoufrh instruments for (his 
subdivision ol' parts, the scorinn htn 
been planned s« that, while the addi- 
tional parts are. a distinct jrain in 
point of lone color and extra fulness 
of harmony, they are not essential lo 
a complete presentment ol' the ituisic 
harmonically. 

An Important Point 

In many small Bands there are 
not sufficient Bb cornets or Jib horns 
to subdivide into three seel ions, an 1 
in. this event the 1st cornet and solo 
horn parts may be omitted. It is 
important that this point be fully 
considered. The solo cornet part is 
essential; the, 1st cornet part is not. 

In cases where tile Dnnd is formed 
on the Second Series inslitiinentalion, 
the, solo cornet will take the place nf 
1st cornel. Tin's is of consequence. 
as the 1st cornet part differs con- 
siderably from the solo cornet, fn 
many places a part other than the 
melody is apsi.ciit.il it but in nearly 
all instances the melody is cued in in 
small notes, so that if a niuelinjr l.s 
commenced with no solo cornet, 1st 
enrtiet platers will be able to play 
the air. In all other cases, however, 
1st cornel, players should rentier the 
pari printed in tai'jte notes. 

The atlditional pari f i-i> fLJcntly 
niakes three-part htirn>..nv i„ Ihe 
cornet section possible. Where dupli- 
cate parts occur, a proper division of 
instruments should be made so as to 
secure well-bahmced harmony. 

The melody is always assigned to 
the solo cornet, except in a few in- 
stances whore phrases, lyinn; in a low 
register, are trivon to the horn sec- 
tion; in this event the air is cued in. 

The fluirel horn part is not essen- 
tial, although the j;eneral ensemble 
it- eni-ii-lietl by H s use; tint- the pur- 



by fluprel and solo horns combined. 
In certain verses of sonjrs a change 
of this character will prove telling 
and effective. Where this is possible 
will quickly be discovered by the 
alert Bandmaster who desires by 
means of well-modulated and color- 
ful accompaniments, to make the 
musical effect illustrate and render 
more powerful the spiritual ant] emo- 
tional power of combined music and 
words. 

The fhift-ctl horn and Kb horn are 
closely related in rejrard to tonal 
ipiality — unite vocal in character, and 
therefore suitable for aecompanyin«i 
sincWnK in such cases where the up- 
ward rarijre is not too extended. 

This point has been fully exploited 
in the uiTanjrements, and both inslrti- 
menls are freelv employed melodical- 
ly. Indeed, it will be found that the 
melody is t^enerally reinforced bv 
doulilinjr to a greater extent than is 
existent in the old Band Book, 

With Bands j)os.-,t-ssiiitf the full 
complement of horns every possihle 
use should be made of this feature; 
a real iraiu in the production of soft, 
soulful, and expressive accompani- 
ment to the sinjrinfr will lie thereby 
effected. moreover to some extent. 
it will hell) to solve tin; difficulty -of 
ovor-powcrinp; accompaniments, for 
it must be admitted that cornel 
players are freinicntly amontr liv 
(•hie! offenders in this mailer, nar- 
licularly in Bands where Ihere are 
I en or a doi'.eii solo and 1st cornet 
executants antl all are permitted m 
play indiscriminately. 

la the absence of a full score, 
Bandmasters should niako as com- 
plete a study of the soorinjr as is pos- 
sible byexaminine; the, various parts, 
and In listening to the effect pro- 
duced when practising the tunes. By 
this means they will speedily ?rel a 
comprehensive idea of the style of 
arrangement.

Adjutant Cod- 
den. of Orillla. him |;nt mil :i pamph- 
let, carefully prepared and well 
printed, and certain comrades have 
undertaken to have these placed in 
every home in Ihe town. Some others 
are following along similar lines, 

.Many Corps are having spectacular 
marches, Willi banners, sandwich- 
boards, torches, and such like. One 
OfTicer is posting Scripture Lexis all 
uvor (lie town. 

The villages and outposls are being 
specially bombarded. Several Corps 
have set definite objectives in tin- 
way of increases, which I hey arc 
striving to reach. Some are making 
a. drive for new Home League mem- 
bers. Ottawa I has organized a 
"Fishing tJrigade." 

Special newspaper advertising is a 
'feature in many places. A number of 
Corps are following (he example of 
Territorial Headquarlors and holding 
nuunday prayer meetings. Swansea 
and Partington Avenue (Windsor, 
Oul.l Corps have hud comrades stand 
on Ihe street corners and read the. 
Scripiures and sing, rolloning up' 
■vi!'. personal invitations at Ihe near- 
bv homes; Ihe laller Corps also uses 
a'hcll and a megaphone for adver- 
tising the meetings. 

So in many ways and by many 
means Ihe Holy Spirit is using uur 
comrades Ihroiighout. Ihe Territory lo 
win men and women for Cod. Reports 
of splendid victories have already 
come to hand, and there is every 
reason fur Faith that blessed seasons 
of revival are ahead.
